“And Whereas apart from direct 
loss through the agency of fire, the 
vitality of the forest is thereby seri. 
ously impaired, thus rendering tt 
unduly susceptible to attack by in- 
sect and fungus pests; 

“And Whereas forest fires dis 
turb the equilibrium of stream flow, 
lower the water table and frequent- 


ly give rise to serious erosive ef 
fects; 
“And Whereas the great majority 


of forest fires are entirely attribut 
able to inexcusable neglect or ienor- 
ance, and are therefore preventable, 


and the exercise of reasonable pru- 
dence and proper carefulness on the 
part of responsible individuals 
would reduce the timber losses by 


fire in Canada ta small proportions 


“And Whereas’ it is desirable 
that the attention of the public be 
drawn to the extent and under 


lying causes of the preventable loss 
of life and property by fire and to 
the best ang most practicable means 
for its contro! and that a specific 
period of the year be set aside and 
properly designated for the dissem- 
ination of such information; 

“Now Know Ye that We, by and 
with the advice of Our Privy Coun- 
cil for Canada, have thought fit to 
appoint and do appoint the week 
commencing Sunday, the twenty- 
seventh dav of April and ending on 
the third day of May in 
this present year as ‘Save the For- 
est Week,’ during which period the 
citizens of Gur Dominion shall be 
entreated carnestly to consider the 
facts hereinbefore set out, to give 
careful heed to information § dis- 
seminated by the various forest pro- 
tective agencies, and in particular 
to act upon the following sugges- 
tions 

"1. That settlers and others en- 
gaged in the clearing of land should 
fully obverve tho fire lows of the
